Mind you, I am against traffic 


deaths as I am against murder and 
the beating of mothers. 


But I am opposed to the on; 


realistic handling of news about 
traffic deaths—the lurid head- 
lines, the dire predictions of dis- 
aster and the pall of gloom 
spread over our populace through 
the prognostications of the Na- 
tional Safety Council. 
* * * • 


I have suggested to the Nationa: 


Safety Council and to the wire 
services that carry its chorus of 
death that they survey their fig- 
ures and come up with something 
more objective, meaning that they 
Should qualify their observations 
fcrith some realistic figures. 


I suggested to the National Safe- 


ty council that it present the re- 
lationship between the number of 
miles driven by motorists and the 
accidental deaths that occur in the 
sum total of that mileage. Thus 
It would arrive at a mileage-death 
ratio that would be a more realis- 
tic picture of the problem. Ob- 
viously one cannot just compare a 
1940 death rate with the 1953 total. 
The disparity of the number of 
cars in use, the difference in the 
speed of the cars then and now, is 
quite clear. 


My plan In not an original one. 


The National Safety Council has 
those facts at ..and—or some- 
thing pretty near the facts. And 
placing the mileage-death ratio 
figure

with 
the 


overall 
fatality figure 
would 


serve to give the public 6 truer 
picture of the highway safety 
problem. An it in now, the av- 
erage motorist is being depicted 
as an all-American nitwit (grant 
you that some of them are) which 
is an altogether untrue picture.

We can report this morning that 


the National Safety Council has 
released figures that brighten its 
otherwise gloomy countenance. It 
adds a note to its year-end ac- 
counting by admitting this: 


"The Christmas (traffic) total 


(5S8) is included among the Na- 
tional Safety Council's estimated 
38,000 persons killed in traffic ac- 
cidents In 1953, the same as 1952. 
It wat the first year since 1M» 
that tt 3 toll did not inrcease. - 


"The council said 195S had the 


lowest mileage death rate in the 
history of traffic accident rec- 
ords. It was estimated at «.» 
—the number of deaths per 100 
million miles." i.

Now that the public has been 


entrusted with something nearer 
the facts on highway fatalities, In- 
stead of being frightened to death 
with bold headlines, it should be 
further enlightened on realistic pro- 
cedures to cut this ratio even more.

VATICAN CITY <#)—Pope 


Pius today called television 
both a precious and a danger- 
ous instrument" today. 


He said it is "frightening to 


think that through the medium of 
television it is possible to intro- 
duce into the home the same poi- 
son of materialism and hendonism 
that only too often appears on the 
(motion picture) screen." 


The Pope made his comments in 


a statement addressed to Italian 
bishops on the eve of Italy's first 
regular TV broadcasts. He said 
television was both dangerous and 
precious "because of the deep re- 
action it is destined to exert on the 
public and private life of the na- 
tion." 


Inaugural television programs 


from Milan, Rome and Turin will 
go on the air Sunday for an esti- 
mated 15,000 Italian owners of 
television sets. Experimental pro- 
grams have been broadcast irreg- 
ularly for two years. 


"We recognize fully this new 


conquest of science," the Pope 
said. "It is not difficult to un- 
derstand the innumerable advan- 
tages of television and the many 
services it can provide man for 
his perfection." 


"In these days," the Pope de- 


clared, "the cinema, sports and 
the hard necessities of daily work 
tend to keep family members away 
from home more and more of the 
tune and to upset the natural de- 
velopment of family life. . . 


"Television can serve to bring 


the family together again in the 
home and to keep them from the 
dangers of unhealthy places."

4. All outgoing letters from the 


camp are written jointly and read 
to the other prisoners. 


5. The prisoners are split into 


factions and the leaders of various 
groups sometimes fail to pass on 
information given them by Indian 
officials. 


Indian spokesmen have said re- 


peatedly there are no weapons in 
the compound and that it would 
be a simple matter for any pris- 
oner wishing repatriation to con- 
tact a guard. 


Calm, Poised 


Batchelor's calm and poise con* 


trasted with the extreme nervous- 
ness of Cpl. Edward S. Dickenson 
of Big Stone Gap, Va., who was 
repatriated 'from .the north camp 
Oct. 22. 


Batchelor repeated his statement 


Friday that tender love letters 
from his Japanese wife, Kyoko, 
played a major role in his decision 
to return home. He said a growing 
suspicion of Communist motives 
finally persuaded him about a 
month ago to return. 


Sunday morning the young cor* 


poral will fly to Tokyo for a final 
medical checkup and a meeting, 
with his wife. 


The tiny Japanese woman wrote 


her husband Saturday that his de- 
cision to return home "was like 
a dream — a Christmas dream 
come true after three years."

Wood Floors for Tile 


Cover single tongue-ond-grocve 
floors with building paper ant! 
plywood.... Cover double floors 
with lining felt. 


If you are planning to install an 
sphalt tile floor in an expansion 
ttic, or on any wooden subfloor, 
lere are a number of fundamen- 
ils you need to become acquainted 
•ith. 
First, as one manufacturer 
oints out. a resi.lient tile floor 
asphalt tile is included in that 
ategory) is no better than the sub- 
oor it covers. If there are cracks, 
umps, raised nail heads and like 
efects in the subfloor, they'll show 
p in the finished job. 
Paint, varnish, oil or wax should 
e entirely removed from attic 
abfloors before the tile installa- 
on is begun. Cracks wider than 


rinch and holes larger than *i- 
ich should be filled. The floor 
mst be firm, even and hard. 
After the floor has been properly 
leaned or sanded, apply a prime 
aat of floor and wall size to keep 
le bare wood from 
absorbing 


loisture from adhesive. 
Asphalt and other resilient tiles 
lould not be laid over single-thick- 
zss wood floors. If a single wood 
oor consists of tongue-and-groove 
mrds less than three inches wide, 
may be covered with hardboard 
r five-ply plywood. If the floor is 
' straight edge boards, cover it 
ith 
iongue-and-groove 
lumber, 


'ooden subfloors of straight-edge 
sards are too springy. 
Before installing hardboard or 
[ywood underlayment, cover the 
ibfloor with building paper nailed 


i place. Install board-type under- 
.yments in 4x4-foot squares with 
aggercd joints, rough side up for 
;tter bonding with adhesive, and 
>aced 1/16-inch apart. Nail under- 
.yment ».o floor with three-penny 
iment of resin-coated nails spaced 
x Inches apart. 
If -you use a hardboard or ply- 
ood underlayment, it ;s not neces- 


sary to paste lining felt over it be- 
fore installing asphalt tiles. Other 
resilient tiles require lining felt, 
and asphalt tiles do, too, if laid on 
floors that take no tinderlayment. 


Where lining felt is used, lay it 


at right angles to the direction of 
the floor boards. Seams in the feR 
should be butted, never overlapped, 
because the laps will show up as 
ridges in the finished floor. Cut 
felt to fit accurately with as few 
seams as possible. 


As each piece js cut, turn it up- 


side down to take out the curl and 
make it hug the floor. After all 
pieces are in place, turn one end 
of each piece back about halfway 
of the room and sweep the floor. 
Next, spread lining felt cement on 
the floor evenly with a notched 
trowel, covering about 36 square 
feet wiht paste at one time. 


Keep replacing the turned-back 


felt as you progress with the ce- 
menting, smooth it down as quick- 
ly as possible and roll the felt 
thoroughly with a 100-pound lino- 
leum roller. Then turn up the un- 
pasted half of the felt and repeat 
the operation. Roll the felt from 
the center out. in two directions. 


You are now ready to begin plot- 


ting the layout of the tile, a task 
thai requires considerable accura- 
cy, for the tile is started at the 
center of the room, not at the end 
or side walls. This operation will 
be explained in the next column to 
follow.

For Condensation 
Of Moisture, Vapor 


URBANA — Check your attic to 


see whether you have a moisture 
condensation problem. You can ex- 
pect trouble if your farmhouse 
ceiling is insulated but 
doesn't 


have a vapor barrier, and if the 
attic isn't ventilated. 


Keith Hinchcliff, agricultural en- 


gineer at the University of Illinois, 
says moisture tends to condense in 
the insulation and will reduce its 
effectiveness. In addition, it can 
cause the wood to decay. 


The best time to check for this 


trouble is on a cold day when 
there's a lot of moisture in the 
house. Wash day is usually the 
best tin' 


If you find condensed frost on 


the roof sheathing and 
rafters, 


take steps to correct the situation. 


Hinchcliff recommends putting 


slanted louvers in the gable ends 
or screened vents under the eaves. 
There should be one square inch of 
opening for each square foot of 
attic floor area. 


The purpose of these openings 


is to get circulation of air in the 
attic that will carry out the mois- 


l ture. 


If there is no vapor barrier un- 


der the celling insulation Hinchcliff 
says painting the ceiling with a 
waterproof paint will help. 


Tip to Craftsmen 


The beauty of the finish is one 


of the valuable assets of hardwood 
plywood. Home craftsmen working 
with this material should use rea- 
sonable care in handling to main- 
tain the |rnooth polished surface.

It would disturb most home- 


owners considerably to learn the 
extent of heat loss in their homes 
during the Winter. 


This can best be illustrated by a 


positive;, rather than a negative', 
example. 


For instance, an c.«periment con- 


ducted in heating at the University 
of Illinois has shown that a room 
built with walls of a 
two-foot 


thickness of corkboard could be 
kept at a comfortable temperature 
with a few light bulbs. 


Of course this type of insulation 


is far above the building budget 
limits of the average home plan- 
ner, and impractical as well, but at 
least there are materials on the 
market which will 
substantially 


reduce the rate of heat loss through 
walls. 


The above example indicates 


that every house will lose heat, 
the amount depending — for one 
thing—on how well the house is

coats. They are extra protection for 
work shoes, too. 


Penetrating oils or graphite coin 


pounds are also packaged in the 
push-button containers for lubri- 
cating machinery and tools. They 
are ideal for lubricating in spots 
where oil-can spouts won't reach 
as well as for "depositing thin coat 
ings of lubricant over large areas 


Aerosol rust-preventing sprays 


are an aid in keeping tools like 
new.

But the manu- 
facturers themselves are the first 
to caution that these are not the 
perfect solution ALL paint prob- 
lems. 


Aerosols are fine for spray-paint- 


ing such things as wicker furniture 
and radiators, which have areas 
hard tc reach with a brush. But 
they are neither economical nor 
practical for large, unbroken ex- 
panses.

When in- 
stalling a heating system, it is im- 
portant to know accurately the 
hourly heat loss of the house 
through .walls, glass and around 
windows and doors in order to de- 
termine the correct size and rat- 
ing of the furnace to be used. , 


Installing a larger furnace than 


necessary causes overheating and 
wastes fuel. 


Glass has one ot the highest in- 


cidences of heat loss of any build- 
ing material. A plain glass window 
will lose heat at about twice the 
rate as the same window pro- 
tected by storm sash. 


More heat is lost through the 


roof than through walls. It may 
rise through the walls into an un- 
heated attic and out through the 


roof, so it is important to' block 
the flow where, the wall plate 
meets roof rafters. This may be 
done 
with 
loose-fill 
insulation, 


held in place with boards nailed 
to the rafters. 


Three other types of insulation 


are designed in such a way that 
installation is a simple matter for 
the non-professional. 
They are 


blankets and batts, insulating wall- 
boards and aluminum foil. 


The latter works on a principle 


of heat reflection, while the others 
hold a mass of dead or quiet air, 
the poorest of heat conductors. 


Because they are tightly com- 


pressed, wallboards provide less 
insulation than blankets or batts. 
Both • of these come in widths to 
fit the conventional spacing of 
studs, may fill the entire thickness 
of the wall space or only part of 
it. and are nailed or stapled in 
place in a simple operation. 


Wall and roof insulating mater- 


ials should have vapor barriers to 
prevent the condensation of mois- 
ture when warm inside air meets 
cold exterior air. 


Every additional item of weath- 


erproof ing is equivalent to moving 
a house several miles nearer a 
warmer climate. '

Here's How to Prepare 
Wood Floors for Tile 


Cover single tongue-and-groove 
floors with building paper and 
plywood.... Cover double floors 
with lining felt. 


If you are planning to install an 


asphalt tile floor in an expansion 
attic, or on any wooden subfloor, 
there are a number of fundamen- 
tals you need to become acquainted 
with. 


First, as one manufacturer 


points out, a resilient tile floor 
(asphalt tile is included in that 
category) is no better than the sub- 
tloor it covers. If there are cracks, 
humps, raised nail heads and like 
defects in the subfloor, they'll show 
up in the finished job. 


Paint, varnish, oil or wax should 


be entirely removed from attic 
subflbors before the tile installa- 
tion is begun. Cracks wider than 
],.g-inch and holes larger than 34- 
Inch should be filled. The floor 
must be firm, even and hard. 


After the floor has been properly 


cleaned or sanded, apply a prime 
coat of floor and wall size to keep 
the bare wood from absorbing 
moisture from adhesive. 


Asphalt and oilier resilient tiles 


should not be laid over single-thick- 
ness wood floors. If a single wood 
floor consists of tongue-and-groove 
boards less than three inches wide, 
it may be covered with hardboard 
.or five-ply plywood. If the floor is 
of straight-edge boards, cover it 
with 
tongue-and-groove 
lumber. 


Wooden subfloors of straight-edge 
boards arc too springy. 


Before installing hardboard or 


plywood underlayment, cover the 
fubfloor with building paper nailed 
in place. Install board-type under- 
layments in 4x4-foot squares with 
staggered joints, rough i;ide up for 
better bonding with adhesive, and 
spaced 1/16-inch apart. Nail under- 
layment to floor with three-penny 
cement of resin-coated nails spaced 
six inches apart.

wood underlayment, it is not neces-

Where lining felt is used, lay it 


at right angles to the direction of 
the floor boards. Seams in the feit 
should be butted, never overlapped, 
because the laps will show up ,as 
ridges in the finished floor. Cut 
felt to fit accurately with as few 
seams as possible. 


As each piece js cut, turn it up- 


side down to take out the curl and 
make it hug the floor. After all 
pieces are in place, turn one end 
of each piece back about halfway 
of the room and sweep the floor. 
Next, spread lining felt cement on 
the floor evenly with a notched 
trowel, coveting about 36 square 


j feet wiht paste at one time. 


Keep replacing the turned-back 


felt as you progress with the ce- 
menting, smooth it down as quick- 
ly as possible and roll the felt 
thoroughly with a 100-pound lino- 
leum roller. Then turn up the un- 
pasted half of the felt and repeat 
the operation. Roll the felt from 
the center out, in two directions. 


You are now ready to begin plot- 


ting- the layout of the tile, a task 
that requires considerable accura- 
cy, for the tile is started at the 
center of the room, not at the end 
or side walls. This operation will 
be explained in the next column to 
follow.

Check Your Attic 
For Condensation 
Of Moisture, Vapor 


URBANA — Check your attic to 


see whether you have a moisture 
condensation problem. You can ex- 
pect trouble if your farmhouse 
ceiling is insulated but doesn't 
have a vapor barrier, and if the 
attic isn't ventilated. 


Keith Hinchcliff, agricultural en- 


gineer at the University of Illinois, 
says moisture tends to condense in 
the insulation and will reduce its 
effectiveness. In addition, it can 
cause the wood to decay. 


The best time to check for this 


trouble is on a cold day when 
there's a lot of moisture hi the 
house. Wash day is usually the 
best time. 


If you find condensed frost on 


the roof sheathing 
and 
rafters, 


take steps to correct the situation. 


Hinchcliff recommends putting 


slanted louvers in the gable ends 
or screened vents under the eaves. 
There should be one square inch of 
opening for each square foot of 
attic floor area. 


The purpose of these openings 


Is tc- get circulation of air in the 
attic that will carry out the mois- 
ture. 


If there is no vapor barrier un- 


der the ceiling insulation Hinchcliff 
says painting the ceiling with a 
waterproof paint will help.

Size of Furnace Depends on Heat Loss in Home 


It would disturb most home- 


owners considerably to learn the 
extent of heat loss in their homes 
during the winter. 


This can best be illustrated by a 


positive, rather than a negative', 
example. 


For instance, an experiment con- 


ducted in heating at the University 
of Illinois has shown that a room 
built with walls of a 
two-foot 


thickness of corkboard could be 
kept at a comfortable temperature 
with a few light bulbs. 


Of course this type of insulation 


is far above the building budget 
limits of the average home plan- 
ner, and impractical as well, but at 
least there are materials on the 
market which will substantially 
reduce the rate of heat loss through 
walls. 


The above example indicates 


that every house will lose heat, 
the amount depending — for one 
thing—on how well the house is

They are extra protection for 
work shoes, too. 


Penetrating oils or graphite com- 


pounds are also packaged in the 
push-button containers for lubri 
eating machinery and /tools. They 
are ideal for lubricating in spots 
where oil-can spouts won't reach 
as well as for'depositing thin coat 
ings of lubricant over large areas

new.

aeroslo sprays, there are at least 
a score of manufacturers who offer 
a wide range of colors in aerosol 
paints and enamels. But the manu- 
facturers themselves are the first 
to caution that these are not the 
perfeot solution ALL paint prob- 
lems. 


Aerosols are fine for spray-paint- 


ing such things as wicker furniture 
and radiators, which have areas 
hard to reach with a brush. But 
they are neither economical nor 
practical for large, unbroken ex- 
panses.

stance of higher temperature to 
the colder substance adjoining it. 
The rate Of this transfer of heat 
is expressed in British Thermal 
Units (BTU's) per hour.

All furnaces used in central 


warm-air heating systems are rated 
according 
to 
the 
number of 


BTU's per hour that they are able 
to put into the house. When in- 
stalling a heating system, it is im- 
portant to know accurately the 
hourly heat loss of the house 
through ,wall:>. glass arid around 
windows and doors in order to de- 
termine the correct size and rat- 
ing of the furnace to be used. 
,. 


Installing a larger furnace than 


necessary causes overheating and 
wastes fuel. 


Glass has one of the highest in- 


cidences of heat loss of any build- 
ing material. A plain glass window 
will lose heat at about twice the 
rate as the same window pro- 
tected by storm sash. 


More heat is lost through the 


roof than through walls. It may 
rise through the walls into an un- 
heated attic and out through the 


roof, so it is important to block 
the flow where the wall plate 
meets roof rafters. This may br 
done 
with 
loose-fill 
insulation, 


held in place with boards nailed 
to the rafters. 


Three other types of insulation 


are designed in such a way that 
installation is a simple matter for 
the non-professional. 
They are 


blankets and batts, insulating wall- 
boards and aluminum foil. 


Th'» latter works on a principle 


of heat reflection, while the others 
hold a mass of dead or quiet air, 
the poorest of heat conductors. 


Because they are tightly com- 


pressed, wallboards provide less 
insulation than blankets or batts. 
Both of these come in widths to 
fit the conventional spacing of 
studs, may fill the entire thickness 
of the wall space or only part of 
it. and are nailed or stapled in 
place in a simple operation. 


Wall and roof insulating mater- 


ials should have vapor barriers to 
prevent the condensation of mois- 
ture when warm inside air meets 
cold exterior air. 


Every additional item of weath- 


erproofing is equivalent to moving 
a house several miles nearer ft 
warmer climate. '

France Should Face Up to 


Realities in Indochina 


Pew things are harder than trying to appraise military 


developments in Indo-China. 
The Communist Viet Minn rebels now have swept across 


the IndoXaiinese state of Laos to the Thailand border. Ear- 
lier this year they hadpressed fairly close to that boundary, 
so this further thrust hardly comes as a startling surprise. 


Yet the new advance cannot be viewed with comfort. 


The Reds are trying also to push southward toward the big 
city of Saigon. Some French officers think that ultimately 
the rebels may turn the main weight of their drive around 
Hanoi, the northern capital. 
. 
How the French deal with these pressures against the 


larger centers will be the real measure of the course of this 
war. 
Secretary of State Dulles is evidently confident that 


the French position is not seriously endangered, but in truth 
it must be acknowledged that the test has not yet come. 
*

* 


The whole Indo-Chinese situation has been continuously 


bewildering for a long time. Regularly, the French promise 
decisive action to wind up the war. But the crucial ma- 
neuvers always seem just around th<» corner. 
«

From the start the French'task has been complicated 


by the unresolved issue of colonialism. Had French leaders 
sensed political realities in the beginning, they might have 
moved to assure the Indo-Chinese states genuine independ- 
ence. Then any Communist rebellion would have stood out 
clearly as a bold gesture of tyrannical conquest. 


As it is, the French never have been able to shake the 


stigma that this is a colonial war fought for the benefit of 
the French empire. With halting, grudging steps, they have 
sought belatedly to satisfy Indo-Chinese yearnings for in- 
dependence. 
And they have been only partly successful in 


enlisting the active aid of natives in their military effort.

The Communist Viet Minn, on the other hand, have 


managed to pose with more than a little effect as the cham- 
pions of native independence against the interloping West- 
erner, Their creation of phony puppet states should not be 
allowed to obscure the fact that the rebel forces have genuine 
popular support in many places. 


Probably it is too late for the French now to get full 


value out of proper measures for Indo-unine*Se independence, 
and to fight a cleanly defined war against a would-be Red

Home Adviser Pilgrim Discusses 
Rug Stains and Durable Pleats 


By JUNE PILGRIM 


Lee County Home Adviser 


. If some rug stains appeared mysteriously on your carpets over the 
holidays, use a brush to remove these stains. A brush gets deep into 
the pile while a cloth touches only the surface of the rug. 


When washing stains from a rug, wash in the direction of the pile 


—not crosswise of it. Use a thick, soapless lather 
for the first step in removing the stain. After you 
finish the lather treatment, wipe the spot with a 
clean cloth that has been dipped into clear' water, 
and squeezed to remove excess moisture. 


A soapiest) lather may, be made by using syn- 


thetic detergent and a small amount of water to 
make an abundant lather. 


If the lathering does not remove all of the stain, 


follow with a grease solvent, such as carbon tetra- 
chloride. Use a brush to get the solvent well into 
the pile.

If these two treatments do not completely remove the stain, start 


all over again; Repeat the lather and solvent treatment to'remove the 
remaining stain.

Remove Gum 


To remove gum from a rug, rub the gum spot with ice. Make sure 


the rug doesn't water spot. The ice hardens gum whether it is on cloth 
or a rug and makes it easy to scrape off. If there is some stain remain- 
ing, brush with carbon tetrachloride or turpentine.

Once the holidays are over, many women think of beginning of their 


summer 
sewing 
or 
completing 


some of the winter sewing started 
before the holidays. 


Save time in home sewing by 


following the "unit construction" 
technique. This means doing as 
much sewing as possible on each 
piece or unit of the garment before 
putting the parts together. 


Study the instructions included 


with your pattern before you start 
to sew your garment. Learn what 
stitching needs to be done on each 
piece. Then arrange the pieces in 
the order in which you will stitch 
them. For example, if you are 
making a dress, start with the 


waist. Do the stay-stitching on one 
piece of the waist. (Stay-stitching 
is a line of regulation stitch % 
inch inside the seam line to' hold 
off-grain 
edges until they are 


stitched together.) 


Next, make the darts, tucks or 


gathers. While you are handling 
the piece make buttonholes or 
pockets of the pattern calls for 
them. Do tlie same for other pieces. 
Finish the entire sleeve before put- 
ting it into armscye. Attach cuffs, 
face the bottom or whatever finish 
is desired. 


You are ready to sew the shoul- 


der seams when you have finished 
each piece of the waist. Usually 
you can finish the neckline before 
you sew the underarm seams, and 
set the sleeves in. Set the sleeve 
in before you sew the waist and 
skirt together. There will be less 
handling of the fabric by Busing 
these methods, and these techni- 
ques result in a mort professional 
looking product.

Durable Pleats 


Durable, not permanent, is the 


right word for the long lasting 
pleats found in many of our new 
orlon and wool skirts and" dresses. 
Nothing developed in the clothing 
field is really permanent. Manu- 
facturers of the new acrylic fibers 
prefer the name durable applied to 
their pleated garments. 


Skirts made of material that is 


about half acrylic fiber have re- 
tained pleats through numerous 
washings or dry cleanings. Such 
garments may be hand washed or 
can be washed in the washing ma- 
chine with special care. 


One manufacturer of' durably 


pleated skirts suggest you use luke- 
warm water and mild soap or de- 
tergent, and that the entire time 
cycle for washing be not more 
than 11 minutes. He suggests a 
three-minute wash cycle and two 
three-minute rinses. Spin drying 
is not recommended because ex- 
cessive spin drying will cause 
wrinkles. After wa'shing remove ex- 
cess water by squeezing gently by 
hand. Begin at the top and run the 
hand down to the bottom of the 
garment. Repeat several 
times. 


Shake the garment and hang by 
the top. You may finger press the 
pleats when the garment is quite 
damp, or you may lightly press the 
pleats with a warm iron when it 
is dry. Set the iron at rayon temp- 
erature or even lower. Either 


method seerfis to restore pleats to 
their original sharpness. 


To Shorten Skirts 


Pleated sKirts of acrylic blends 


can be shortened at the hemline. 
The pleats nW be pressed out witn 
a steam iron and pressed in again 
after the hern is turned. The sec- 
tion of the pleats thus treated may 
not be quite as sharp as those in 
the rest of the skirt, but the differ- 
ence will not be noticeable. 


You can produce durable pleats 


at home in fibers made of wool and 
acrylic fibers. Use material that 
has an acO'lic 'Aber content of 
about 50%. In Pleating the skirt 
use plenty (>t steam and a warm 
iron. A press cloth will protect the 
fiber from &***• '. 
Contour Sheets not Problem Sheets 


Contour sheets have plenty to 


recommend them. The^y stay in 
place once they are on the mat- 
tress, they 6*° n°t wrinkle and they 
speed the bed-making job. On the 
other hand, some •homemakers 
maintain that contour sheets re- 
quire more space to store and 
more time to fold neatly than do 
the regular sheets. 


Contour sheets are easy to fold, 


once you have the "knack." We 
suggest that you follow step-by- 
step directions for the first sheet 
or two until you naye the method 
for folding well in hand. Once 
you've mastered it, you'll fold the 
contour sheets as quickly as the 
regulars. 


Start b£ fPWtag the sheet length- 


wise and bringing the selvages to- 
gether. Let the corners hang free 
at both ends?- (The corner pockets 
should be right side out.) 


The next step is to place the 


sheet on u fia*- surface, as the tabip 
or ironing tfoard, with the selvaga 
edges toward you. With your left 
hand, grasp the extreme left end 
of the sheet and tuck the top cor- 
ner pocket down into the b6ttom 
one. Then fold the left end of the 
sheet over the selvage edges. This 
gives a diagonal fold at the end. 
Fold the ot£er end in exactly the 
same way.
